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Poland To-Day. 


If it be true that the happiest nations, 


like the happiest people, luivo 110 histo- 
ry, Poland must be enjoying a. period of 
unwonted bliss, since she has now for n 
most unusual time censed to he a sub- 
ject of political talk, mid it may bo hoped 
is beginning, under the comparatively 
mild sway of the present Czar, to hug 
her chains, which are so much lighter 
than in former times, and kick against 
the pricks of inevitable destiny no 
longer. 


Poland, as a Kingdom, covered a vsist 


area of about 282,000 square miles, 
stretching from the Baltic to the Carpa- 
thian Mountains. But the present Bus- 
sum province of Poland consists of 48.- 
863 square miles, and the population is 
now some seven millions, by far the ma- 
jority of whom are Boinau Catholics. 
Bat th'e money in Poland is chiefly iu 
tte hands of Jews, who, although they, 
by common and pretty accurate report, 
give Ireland n wide berth, have always 
«Tinced a tender fondness for her sister 
in tribulation- a circumstance significant 
of her sources of wealth. 


One great source of Poland's wealth 


consists in its large production of wheat. 
It is cultivated chiefly on speculation to 
supply richer countries of Europe, and 
the traveler in Poland will have u diffi- 
culty, except iu great cities, in obtaining 
even a loaf of it; for the people live 
almost entirely on rye. The hnest quali- 
ty of Polish wheat, that known iu the 
London market as '• Dantzic white 
wheat," is grown in the district which 
extends for some sixty miles along tho 
banks of the Vistula. The .point of 
exodus1 for the great wheat crops of 
Poland is Dantzic. A very careful au- 
thority has estimated that two-tliivds of 
the grain coming, iuto the Dautzic mar- 
ket is from Polish '{Russia. It is gen- 
erally bought from the grower by Jews, 
and resold by them to merchants at 
Dantzic; but some of the gveat Polish 
proprietors, wliose estates are enormous, 
make terms with the merchants at Dant- 
zic through their own special agents. 
Next, to St. Petersburg nnd Stettin, 
3>antzic, ranks as the most important 
commercial city of Northern Europe. 
Its exports of grain exceed those of any 
European port,except Odessa. 
The 


Talne of 
the wheat exported 
from 


Dantzic in 18C5, was 11,517,600 thnleis, 
and the value of other grain, 3,3-14,IfO. 
Its granaries are enormous. They are 
built on an island forming a part of the 
town,which dates from tEe'tenth century, 
where uo person is^permitted to live or 
to light ft fire. The value of this port to 
Prussia may therefore be estimated, and 
the prosperity of Russian Poland is, ac- 
cordingly, of no slight pecuniary impor- 
tance to the former. 


A great clunge in thu land laws of 


Poland has taken place in recent years. 
Land may now be held by all classes. 
Peasants have in some instances become 
owner" of vast tracts.: 
The greatest 


land-owners is the ..Crown, its tenants 
enjoying certain privileges which result 
in its lands boing better let than other 
districts. Poland has of lato paid atten- 
tion to sheep-breeding, and the wool has 
become much improved in quality. The 
horses, once n famous breed, are said to 
have depreciated. 
Tho timber trade is 


Also a considerable branch of Polish com- 
merce, which the fact of Poland's fore.sts 
covering a larger area than n third of 
Ireland renders very intelligible. 
In 


fact nature has been lavish to tliis ill- 
iated land, aud under improved systems 
of husbandry, and a reign of confidence 
and capital, she may be expected to pro- 
duce a revenue most exceptionally large 
for an agricultural country. 


Poland derives its name from the flat 


character of most of its surface, but 
there is a district called Endom, fifty 
miles south of Warsaw, where some of 
the peaks of a range of hills attain a 
liight of two thousand feet. But I'o- 
jand has small attractions for those 
merely in search of the picturesque, and 
consequently, very few know, by visit- 
ing it, anything of a country which has 
probably evoked wider and deeper sym- 
pathy in the past hundred years than 
any other. That its gallant and unfor- 
tunate people may now have a good 
tiuie coming, and develop the practical 
wisdom which may enable them to turn 
it to the best account, all who are fa- 
miliar wiih its sad history must hope. 


"Chaiyelt.'' 


A simple little sentence is this, to be 


•ore, and yet it may be considered one 
of the most insidious enemies with which 
people have to deal. It is very pleasant 
to have all the little commodities offered 
for sale in the market, and it is hard to 
deny one's self of the same when they 
on be obtained by saying "charge it." 
Bat this habit of getting articles, how- 
ever small the charge may be, without 
paying for them, keeps one's funds in a 
low state most of the time. 
" I have no money to-day, but should 


like the article very much." 


"Never mind," says tho gentlemanly 


clerk, "you are good for it." 
" Well, I will take it, and you may 


charge it." 


And so it is that little accounts are 


opened at one place aud another until 
the yoncg man is surprised at his lia- 
bilities. 


In many casosif the cash, were re- 


quired, the purchase would not be made, 
even had tho person the money by him, 
bnt to some, getting an article charged 
doos not seem like parting with an equiv- 
alent. 


Still, when pny day comes, as always 


it does, this delusion vanishes, anc! a 
feeling 
is 
experienced 
of 
parting 


with money and receiving, nothing in re- \ 
turn. 


If there is an actual necessity of mr.it- 


ing a purchase, aud tho means are not 
at hand, there is a reasonable esc-use for 
obtaining the same on credit; but when 
the article can be dispensed with until 
payment can'be made, it is much to the 
advantage of the purchaser to do so.— 
Jfaclmnye.
